From the rep|jfts^ gathered by the

enemy may rnake one or two more 
stands, the forces of Aguinaldo will de- 
generate, in perhaps a month, to a few 
hundreds, who may continue waging a 
guerrilla warfare in the mountains. 


The American troops behavedspendid- 


ly. Tney advanced steadily against suc- 
cessive lines of trenches, through woods 
and jungles and suffering from fi Ightful 
heat. In-addition, the American volun- 
teers were handicapped in fighting by 
the fact that their Springfield rifles are 
of shorter range than the Mauser rifles 
in the hands of the rebels. TTnder these 
circumstances, the steady advance of 
our troops is a really remarkable achieve- 
ment. 


But the most noteworthy feature of this 


oh wardv sweep of the Americans is the 
patience and endurance of the private 
soldiers. They have never hesitated to 
Plunge across any kind of 
difficult 


country against any number of the en- 
emy and in the face of positions of en- 
tirely unknown strength. 


This afternoon the victorious army !s 


feasting on cocoanuts and bananas and 
enjoying a well-earned rest, while tbe 
hospital train Is carrying the Wounded 
back to Manila.

CAMPAIGN ABOUT, OVER. 


Officials Say Otis Will Not Follow Rebels 


Into the Mountains. - 


Washington, March 31.—It is aaid at t,he 
war department that General Otis will 
not make a- campaign during the rainy 
season, nor is If believed that ho will at 
present chase the Filipinos into the 
mountain f astneases of Luson. The offi- 
cials consider it evident that all the fight 
that warn in AgiiinaUo has been whipped 
out of him, and it is believed be cannot 
hold the Filipino army together much 
longer. If General Otis advise*, tbe war 
department will approve a cessatlton of 
active hostilities, or further forward 
movement, when little can be accom- 
plished save chasing the Filipinos with- 
out definite results. 


A short rest will determine whether 


the FUipinoB intend to keep up a guer- 
rilla warfare, and if so, a plan is already 
maturing to meet any such condition. 
-Natives will be employed to fight the 
guerrillas, and as the government can 
give them better pay and afford them 
greater protection than Aguinaldo, there 
is no doubt about the ability to employ 
natives in this -way. If there must bie 
guerrilla, lighting during the rainy sea- 
son, which will soon be upon the Phil- 
ippines, the United States will not sacri- 
fice its troops in such.warfare, if natives 
can be obtained. 


The scene of actiotn around Manila 


has shifted raatearially within the last 
24 hours. MacArthur's advance force, 
which has been pushing northward, baa 
reached its objective point, Malolos. It 
is now enjoying their most deserved rest, 
In the meantime, a new field of activity 
appears to the east of Manila, where 
General Robert Hall's brigade, made up 
entirely of regulars, has thus far been 
held as a reserve. General Otis' dispatch 
received early this morning referred for 
the first time to the fighting done by 
Hall's brigade, saying a severe engage- 
ment had occurred beyond Mariquina.

A great 
unrulier of plants nud flowers are ustnl 
in decorating 'he churches, many are 
sent as prescuts to iricads white the 
number of flowering plants which ar# 
employed in home d«H.-0rations is some- 
thing beyond computation. The. use of 
flowers in the. observance of Easter 
has been increasing rapidly during 
recent years. It is uot very long ago 
that florists noticed no great differ- 
ence iu their sales daring the season, 
but now they prepare for it many 
weeks in advance. 
Iu any enumeration of flowers which 


are most sought after at Easter per- 
hupK the first place should be given to 
the Bermuda, or Easter lily. Then* is 
something about the pure white of this 
flower and the gracefulness of the 
plant upon which it grows that makes 
it extremely popular. Bermuda i? the 
home of the lily and It is claimed that 
nowhere els*e can they be grown w> 
so early, rapidly and successfully. By 
certain methods iu their cul- 
they can be made to bloom as 


eairly as December but the main crop 
comes in February- and early spring. 
Then whole fields of blooming Uliea 
may be seen,, while the air is scented 
by them for long distances. Those who 
.grow lilies in Bermuda regard them 
the same ag they do potatoes or onions. 
The}' arc not expert florists but plant 
their'*lilies with more care than they 
<k> eonjiiion vegetables but owing to 
the peculiarities of the soil and climate 
they nearly^ always have a good crop. 
They cafe cultivate "their fields any 
month of- the year ah* there is never 
any frosts, only, genial sunshine, which 
is Just what the lilies want. The lilies 
.which are sold at Easter time are, as a 
rule, grown from bulbs brought from 
Bermuda. Xp matter whether Easter 
is late or early.the lilies are brought 
into • bloom for use on the Sunday 
which commemorates the ascension of 
our Lord. The blooming of the flowers 
!s hastened or retarded -by regulating 
•the temperature of the greenhouses 
where they^ are" under cultivation. The 
Bermuda ifly is a special favorite in 
church decorations and'they remain in 
condition for some days, which adds to 
their popularity. The plants grow to 
a height of four feet and bear from 
four to seven snow white blossoms at 
the top, of the stem.

Another popular flower for Easter 


decorations is the genista. The foliage 
is lieamifui and it beans a cauary col- 
ored blossom which remains fresh for 
a long time. The plant is excellent for 
placing iu the parlor for the reason 
tlut it is not much affected by super- 
heated dwellings whieh are the curse 
of this age in large cities. 


The florists have a system by which 


flowers may be seut by telegraph or in 
other words a Brooklyn florist who be- 
longs to the association who take tele- 
graphic orders, will sell you an Easter 
bouquet to be presented to a young 
lady, at a certain address in Boston, 
for Instance. The florist telegraphs the 
order to a correspondent in Boston and 
the same day the bouquet is duly pre- 
sented. A great deal of this kind of 
business is done at Easter time.. Flow- 
ers have come so generally into use as 
Easter gifts that the makers of Easter 
cards have noticed a considerable de- 
cline in the demand for their wares. 
Bunches of roses and violets, aaaela 
plants are the favorite for this purpose 
and it is common sight at this season 
to see the windows of private residen- 
ces beautifully decorated with potted 
plants of bouquets of flowers. Many 
are also sent to the hospitals or to sick 
beds, where they are doubly welcomed.

Should egg shell work ever become 


popular it must be introduced at thia 
season when eggs are so cheap that it 
c-osts but little to experiment with 
them. A foreign paper dec-bares that 
this form of fancy work is becoming 
fashionable and that it lends itself to 
artistic designs, which at am might 
ieeui incredible. 
Tue materials for making a school 
master consist: of an empty egg shell, 
a frill of white tissue psiper, a little 
sardboard and enough black silk to 
2over the cap-. These, with some'-very 
strong, clear gum or glue are the stock 
in trade, with a little black paper to 
cover the white cardboard of the' tiny 
stand. This latter is made from a 
small square of cardboard one inch and 
a half square and on it is glued a round 
of cardboard toe inch high aud, two 
inches and a half Iu length before it Is 
Joined together for a collar. The frfll of

As Winnie and I_talked we sat'doXrn 


on a fallen tree ..trunk; the ground all 
about us was carpeted with spring 
flowers, blue "and .white violets, Solo- 
mon's seal,' tiny yellow sorrel, bal)y 
bluets, and- pink, coral-like drops of 
Indian hemp, and all were in profu- 
sion. In truth, I think there never was 
so sweet.a morning, and so lovely a 
spot in which to talk of T3aster and 
Easter's Lord. 


It was so natural there, with nature's 
beauty all about us, to remember the 
Sepulchre In the garden and the rock- 
hewn tomb, where with rever«nt care 
Joseph,, the*rich man of Arimathaea, 
laid the body of his crucified Lord. 
.And then, the sacred ."history tells us, 
"he rolled a great stone to the door -of 
the sepulchre, and departed." 


Near this sepulchre—thus the legend 


runs—there grew a stately tree, laden 
\vith early fruit buds, and pendulous 
leaves, and deep in the green of the 
thick-leaved boughs a beautiful bird 
sat singing beside the nest she had 
built jwitb patient labor of fluff and 
straw, and bordered with moss, soft 
and green like malachite; and safe 
within the nest there lay fotir eggs of 
white, pure and stainless as newly!
